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General  Provision  of  Health  Services. 

For  Tuberculosis — Ransom  Sanatorium  provided  by  County 
Council. 

For  Fever  Cases — We  have  arrangements  with  a  neighbour¬ 
ing  Authority. 

For  Smallpox — We  maintain,  with  four  other  Districts,  the 
Rushcliffe  Hospital. 

The  General  Hospitals  of  Nottingham  are  available  for 
cases  from  the  District. 

Ambulance  Facilities. 

For  infectious  cases— provided  by  Fever  Hospital. 

For  non-infectious  cases  provided  by  St.  John  Ambul¬ 
ance. 

Clinics  and  Treatment  Centres. 

The  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  Centre  at  Stapleford 
is  imder  the  control  of  the  County  Council,  which  also 
provides  a  Tuberculosis  Dispensary  and  a  Treatment  Centre 
for  Venereal  Diseases,  at  Nottingham.

Professional  Nursing  in  the  Home. 

No  arrangements  for  this  is  made  by  the  Local  Author¬ 
ity,  but  District  Nursing  at  Bramcote,  Chilwell  and  part  of 
Stapleford  is  done  by  a  Nursing  Association.  The  Midwives 
practising  in  the  area  are  not  employed  or  subsidised  by 
the  Local  Authority. 


Sanitary  Circumstances. 

Water. — Since  the  completion  of  the  new  reservoir  at 
Hopwell,  we  have  been  getting  a  small  portion  of  our 
supply  from  the  Derwent  Valley. 

The  Corporation  of  Nottingham  at  present  supply 
parts  of  Bramcote  and  Stapleford  and  will  eventually 
supply  the  whole  District.  The  Bramcote  reservoir  is 
nearing  completion  and  extensive  mainlaying  is  going 
on  in  all  our  parishes. 


Drainage  and  Sewerage. — The  additions  to  the  Staple- 
ford  Sewage  Disposal  Works,  and  the  comprehensive 
schemes  at  Stapleford,  Chilwell  and  Toton  are  proceed¬ 
ing  satisfactorily  and  include  further  extensions  in  some 
parts. 

A  small  scheme  for  part  of  Bramcote  has  been 
completed. 

Smoke  Abatement  Act,  1926. — A  bye-law  has  been 
adopted  under  this  Act.  Several  employers  have  been 
approached  about  smoke  nuisance,  with  satisfactory 
results,  and  in  the  case  of  the  Brickyard  at  Chilwell, 
the  owner  is  installing  a  new  type  of  kiln,  which  is 


claimed  to  prevent  the  emission  of  smoke.

Housing  Conditions. 

The  general  housing  conditions  cannot  be  described  as 
bad,  and  such  shortage  of  supply  of  houses  as  may  exist 
is  being  rapidly  reduced  by  houses  being  built,  and  by  those 
the  building  of  which  in  the  near  future  is  contemplated. 
From  an  intimate  knowledge  of  local  conditions,  and  from 
the  very  small  number  of  complaints  received,  we  consider 
there  is  little  overcrowding.  With  perhaps  the  exception 
of  Stapleford  Old  Hall  and  the  houses  adjoining,  we  have 
no  distinctly  unhealthy  areas. 


Meat  and  other  Foods. 

Parts  of  3  carcases  of  beef  were  condemned  and 
surrendered. 

There  are  ten  registered  Slaughter  Houses  in  the 
district. 


Prevalence  of  and  Control  over  Infectious 
Diseases. 

There  has  not  been  any  specially  noticeable  outbreak 
of  infectious  Disease.  We  had  two  deaths  from  Influenza. 
Prompt  use  is  made  of  the  free  supply  of  Diphtheria 
Anti-toxin.  We  had  no  case  of  Small-pox.
